7. Claims 1-5, 8-18 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: VanderZee, Darr, and 
Kawamoto fail to teach singly or in combination the limitations of the independent claims of a 
pivoting mechanism with two independently operable spindles to displace the lateral beam. 
Furthermore, a search in class 72, subclasses 405.13 and 405.16 failed to yield any prior art that 
reads on the claim limitations.
